A student must have a high 
scholastic average, obtain satisfactory 
character ratings on his permanent 
record, and earn service credits by be¬ 
longing to clubs, teams or other school 
organizations, in order to have his 
application considered. In addition, he 
must have good attendance during 
that period and be recommended by 
five faculty members. The applicant 
is interviewed by a panel of faculty 
members and then by a group of 
present members before final accept¬ 
ance into the Honor Society. 

Mr. Lapidese in Service 

The Honor Society activities were 
delayed this term because of the de¬ 
parture of Mr. Martin Lapidese, 
Honor Society faculty advisor, who 
was recalled to active duty by the 
army. 

Mrs. Josephine Mosby, Academic 
Department chairman, will now ad¬ 
vise the society. A faculty senate of 
seventeen members will aid in select¬ 
ing new members. 

The members of the faculty senate 
will also advise any student having 
doubts about his qualifications. If you 
feel you may be eligible, see any 
member of the faculty senate and dis¬ 
cuss your qualifications and the re¬ 
quirements for membership with him. 
Many boys aren’t members on the 
Honor Society because they didn’t 
realize that they could qualify. Don’t 
be one of them. E.N.Y. needs you!

Last summer several teachers and 
students went on trips to England, 
Italy, Spain, France and the Western 
part of the U.S. 

One of the most educational and 
exciting trips was taken by the 
E.N.Y. Sea Explorers. Mr. Claps, 
one of our boatbuilding teachers, was 
the leader of the Sea Explorers who 
left on July 12th on the U.S.N.S. Rose. 
Several boys were seasick during most 
of the cruise due to a storm they ran 
into the third day out of port. The 
storm was so violent that they had 
to close up the watertight bulkheads. 
During the voyage the Sea Explorers 
were given regular sea duties, such 
as taking the watch, guard duty, 
clean up detail, and K.P. 

Wine Factory Visited 

Their first port was Rota, Spain 
where they visited a wine factory 
and were given samples. They also 
visited Cadiz, Fort Santa Maria, and 
Jerezde la Frontera. The second port 
was Barcelona, and the third was 
Livorno, Italy where they visited 
Piza and saw the leaning tower of 
Piza. In Piza they attended mass on 
Sunday and two of the Explorers 
acted as altar boys in a cathedral 
that was over eight-hundred years 
old. Then they went to Rome for 
sightseeing, and later visited Naples, 
Pompeii, Salerno, and Santa Lucia. 

Mrs. Mosby Goes West 

One of the teachers who went on 
the trip this year was Mrs. Mosby, 
Chairman of the Academic Depart¬ 
ment. She, her husband, and her two 
dogs traveled to Canada and then 
back across the U.S. to Mexico on 
their well-equipped station wagon. 

They camped in places like Glacier 
National Park, the Grand Tetons, 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, and the Grand 
Canyon, and visited a Navajo Indian 
reservation that had just been opened 
to the public. This was Mrs. Mosby’s 
sixth camping trip through the 
United States. 

Mr. Hehir traveled by Pan Ameri¬ 
can jet to Paris, where he spent six 
days on the Left Bank, in the Stu¬ 
dent Quarter located near the Sor- 
bonne University. While in Paris he 
Louvre Museum with its world fam¬ 
ous paintings and statues, and the 
Eiffel Tower. He then flew to London 
where he rented a car and spent 
fourteen days touring England, Scot¬ 
land and Wales. He made some mem¬ 
orable stops at Plymouth, Dartmoor, 
and Runnymede—where King John 
was forced to sign the Magna Carta 
in 1215. (His social studies classes 
will probably hear many interesting 
details about these stops.) 

A tour of Ireland, with visits to 
St. Kevin’s Monastic School at Glen- 
dalough, Blarney Castle, and the 
Cliffs of Mohr, completed his wonder¬ 
ful trip. 

Miss Nelson Visits England 

Miss Nelson, one of our speech 
teachers, took a trip to articulate Eng¬ 
land. She sailed on the Niew Amster¬ 
dam, docked at Southhampton, and 
then went on to London to see the 
sights. At Aylesford, in Kent, she 
stayed at an inn where the Pilgrims 
of the 14 Century stopped while on 
their way to Canterbury.

Boat Building “Grads” 
Get Job Offers Galore!

Graduates of East New York’s Boat Building Shop 
are in great demand because this school is the only one in 
the East that offers a comprehensive Boat Building course. 
As a matter of fact there is only one other school in the 
country which offers a course like ours. 

Our Boat Building shop is located on the first floor. 
Here a boy learns how to read blueprints or plans and 
how to do lofting. In his three years in the course he 
learns how to build many classes of boats. 

Shop Instructors 

The Boat Building shop is under the direction of Mr. 
Louis Claps and Mr. Ernest Tritschler. Mr. Claps is a 
graduate of Brooklyn Technical High School. He went to 
The Industrial Teachers Training School and the Beaux 
Art School of Architecture. Before coming to East New 
York, Mr. Claps worked as a boat builder in both the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard and Marine Basin. At present Mr. 
Claps is studying Naval Architecture at the Westlawn 
School of Yacht Design. Mr. Tritschler graduated from 
Manual Training High School. He studied to be a teacher 
at New York University and worked as a draftsman dur¬ 
ing the first World War. He also worked for Lang Pro¬ 
peller Co. of America before coming to East New York to 
teach. 

Boat Building Policy 

The policy of the boat building shop is to welcome all 
prospective sponsors of new projects. A sponsor must first 
submit the plans of his boat to Mr. Claps or Mr. Trits¬ 
chler, and must pay for all materials used. He must also 
be willing to wait his turn. Since boats are built to pro¬ 
vide the students with instructional projects, no guar¬ 
antees on. how the boat will turn out or when it will be 
completed are given. “However,” said Mr. Claps, “there 
have been very few disappointed sponsors over the years.” 

The boats built in the boat building shop vary in size. 
The largest ever built was a 30 foot boat which gave the 
teachers and the students a lot of trouble when it came 
time to take it out of the shop. The smallest boat was a 
small six foot row boat which was easily handled. 

As a result of recent publicity, we have had ten re¬ 
quests to have boats built. One came from as far away as 
Monroe, New York. Mr. Claps said he and Mr. Tritschler 
will have their students build only three this year. 

Leads To A Job 

One outstanding feature of the Boat Building shop 
course is that it readily leads to a job. Wheeler Shipyards 
alone has offered to hire all our graduates. This is an 
example of how great a demand there is for skilled work¬ 
ers in this rapidly expanding industry.

Students See American 
Rocket Society Exhibit

Lawrence Zeluck of 63G and Ed¬ 
ward Leo of 64J recently visited the 
American Rocket Society Exhibition 
that was held at the New York Coli¬ 
seum from October 9 to the 15. 

The American Rocket Society’s ob¬ 
jective is to advance the space and 
missile age* Many have hundreds of 
companies which contribute to the 
many fields of the missile and space 
age program. These companies pro¬ 
duce the complex electronic equip¬ 
ment that is needed for the missiles 
and space probes. 

One of these companies is the Com¬ 
munications Division of Raytheon. 
This company produces communica¬ 
tions that are needed for our defense. 

One of the displays we saw was 
the microwave relay station. They had 
two relay stations that were set up 
and they sent a message to one of 
them, by code or by telephone. The 
other relay station would pick up the 
signal and send it on to another re¬ 
lay station and it would go on until 
the signal reaches its destination. 
They also produce missile guidance 
systems and anti-missile missile sys¬ 
tems. 

Another display we saw was set up 
by the U.S. Naval Propellant Plant. 
We saw different kinds of motors 
which are used in missiles. They also 
used color motion pictures to explain 
the feeling systems used in missiles. 
They also produce motors for the 
Sidewinder missile, the Bull Pup, the 
Boar, and the Deacon. 

Another display we saw was the 
Saturn Booster. This model was half 
the size of the real one. Every few 


minutes they would put on the rockets 
and you would hear a terrific explo¬ 
sion and tremendous red lights would 
automatically flash on and you would 
think you were right at Cape Ca¬ 
naveral watching the rocket with the 
Saturn Booster take off for the moon. 

Can you imagine seeing “Missile 
Shop 21” on your I.D. card? After 
seeing the amazing American Rockets 
Society Exhibition, I believe this 
could be the course of the future at 
East New York.

Movie Review

A special showing of the film Fanny 
was given in September for editors 
and reporters of some of the cities 
high school newspapers. The producer, 
Joshua Logan, was present and an¬ 
swered question about this complex 
yet moving film. 

Fanny is the story of two young 
lovers, Fanny (Leslie Caron) and 
(Horst Buchloz) Marius. It starts 
in a little port in Marsellies where a 
young restless bartender, Marius, and 
his father Cesar, a gruff but good 
natured man, have their waterfront 
bar.

This might seem like the ending 
but it is only the conclusion of the 
first part of “Fanny.”

This play is called “Fanny.” The third 
play, entitled Cesario carries the story 
from Marius’ return form sea to the 
death of Panisse.
